FRUIT FLIES - Trap inspections during past two weeks revealed an 
unusually high population of adult Mexican fruit flies (Anastrephe 
ludens) in the Rio Grande Valley TEXAS area. During the period 
March 16-31, 118 adult A. ludens were trapped in 73 citrus groves. 
The majority of these specimens werejravid females. In one grove 
in the Mission district, 15 adult ludens were taken from one inspec- 
tion of ZO traps. This is by far the greatest number of flies trapped 
in a single grove at one time in several years. Other specimens 
of economic importance taken from trap operations recently included 
10 Anastrepha spatulata, 2. A, serpentina, 1A. mombinpraeoptans, 
and 2 papaya fruit flies, Toxotrypana curvicauda. The latter were 
the first specimens of tis kind taken in the Rio Grande Valley in 
several years. So far as is known, no larvae have ever been found 
here. Eight additional larval infestations of A, ludens were dis- 
covered between March 156 to 31, eI a total of 21 for the current 
season, 


os West Coast of MEXICO, 3 adult Mexican fruit flies were trapped in 
3 properties at Hermosillo, Sonora, on March 19 and March 24. One 
of these specimens was a female with well developed eggs. These 
were the re anne trapped at Hermosillo since the latter part 
of January 19! Twenty-one adult A, ludens nave been taken here 
since J cipal i 1933, Inspections for adults and larvae continve at 
ijuana, Baja California, out no additional adults have been found 
and no larvae have been discovered.
